Loxbox, April 8,Noon.—The oldest officials 
ofthe House of Commons, several of whom 
have been there over half a century, remem- 
ber nothing like to-day. Sixty-five members 
of Parliament entered with the dustmen at 6 
o'clock this morning to try to secure seats. So 
great was the rush expected that the official 
caterer posted a notice yesterday that he 
would serve breakfast to members from 8:60 
o’clock. At the present moment every single 
seat in the House, except the Ministerial 
benches, has a bat on it. 

OVER FIVE THOUSAND APPLICATIONS 

for seats were made to the Speaker, but as the 
Speaker's gallery seats only fifty-two persons 


mated. So extraordinary is the des to 
hear the speeches that a number of 
influential members applied to the Speak- 
er yesterday for permission to place 
their friends in the cellar immediately under 
the grating in the floor of the House, an un- 
comfortable position, but one from which all 
speakers would be perfectly audible. The 
Speaker, however, deciined. Yesterday I was 
asked if I knew any member who, having 
secured by ballot a seat in the ladies’ gallery 
for the afternoon, would 
TAKE FIFTY GUINEAS FOR IT. 

The questioner wanted a seat for his daugh- 
ter, but nobody who has a seat anywhere will 
sell. Theonly places now reserved are the 
seats over the clock in the peers’ gallery for the 
Prince of Wales, two or three seats in the cor- 
ner of the ladies’ gallery for Mrs. Gladstone 


are always reserved for any ladies of tho 
royal family who may come. 

THE IRISH MEMBERS 

in their full strength, elghty-six, are making 
great efforts to secure seats in a compact body 
in order to shout well, loud andall together 
atthe right moments. The most elaborate 
police and telegraphic arrangements have 
been made. A number of separate writing 
tables are placed outside the telegraph office 
in the central lobby for the convenience of 
members and forthe press, and the staff of 


operators has been doubled. Nearly 
a dozen new wires were laid to 
tbe chief telegraph office at 


St. Martin’s. Numbers of workmen are going 
to take half a holiday, simply to cheer Glad- 
stone as he passesto the House. The latest 
arrangements for the procedure are that 
Gladstone will be followed either by Harting- 
ton or Plunkett, one of the best Tory speakers;

GLADSTONE CHEERFUL.

The Chamber is swept, cleaned and dusted 
every morning during the session. To-day it 
was thoroughly scrubbed, as well. Disagreoe- 
able as all this was, it did not dismay the gen- 
tlemen who were sitting for security, and they 
maintained their positions through the dust 
and through the damp. When they got hun- 
ery or thirsty they bad food and drink brought 
in to them. Someof them had deen up all 
night 

STRUGGLING TO GET IN, 
and these generally fixed themselves as com- 
fortably as possible and slept. The less bolder 
pre-emptors, however, retreated before the 
dust-brooms and the wash-tubs. They 
strolled about the lobbies and elsewhere 
through the great building. The dining- 
room was the chief place of attraction, how- 
ever, to all these, and it was generally pretty 
well filled. When the sun rose and the day 
became warmer the river terrace was sought 
by the majority of the perambulators, and 
here many expedients were resorted to to 
while away the time. 
*‘s SURE THING FOR IRELAND.’’ 

The Parnellites were in a particularly happy 
frame of mind, acting as if, to use an ex- 
pression of one of them, they had ‘‘a sure 
thing to-day for Ireland.’’

THE IRISH CONSTABULARY

The enthusiasm of the people, all the way 
from the door of his house to the Commons 
entrance was spontaneous and thrilling. It 
vented itself at the beginning of the journey 
in a roar of applause, hearty and great enough 
to make most statesmen dizzy, and when the 
whole immense multitude caught the signal, 
one tremendous, long. old-fashioned cheer was 
sent up, the like of which was never before 
heard in London, and which was plainly 
discernable in the House. The cheering con- 
tinued until long after Gladstone had entered 
the Parliament buildings. 

THE PREMIER’S RECEPTION IN THE COMMONS. 

Within the building the Prime Minister’s re- 
eeption, though less demonstrative, was equal- 
ly enthusiastic with that he had just had 
without. He was apparentiy in the best 
of spirits and bowed right and left to his ac- 
quaintances as he passed them. 

As soon as the usual formalities attending 
the opening of Parliament were over, it was 
voted to postpone the reading and answering 
of all questions on the notice paper. Hardly 
had this been done, when at 4:30 o’clock Mr. 
Gladstone entered the House. His entrance 
was followed by loud and prolonged cheers 
which were continued for several minutes. 
Among the Liberals and Parnellites the wild- 
est enthusiasm prevailed, and it is safe to say 
that no such scene was ever witnessed before 
int’ House of Commons. 

THE IRISH SCHEME INTRODUCED. 

As soon as the cheering had ceased, Mr. 
Gladstone rose and moved for permission to 
introduce a bill to amend previous legislation 
and to make provision for the future govern- 
ment of Ireland. 

On making this motion Mr. Gladstone said: 

THE PREMIBR’S SPEECH. 
The time has arrived when both honor and 


duty require Parliament to come 
to u decisive resolution. It 
should be the endeavor to liberate 


Parliament from the restraints under which, 
during late years, it had ineffectually strug- 


gied, and to restore legislation 
to its unimpeded course. It 
is our duty to establish harmonious 


relations between Great Britain and Ireland 
on a footing of free institutions in which 
Englishmen, Scotchmen and Irishmen have a 
like interest.’’ 

This sentiment was greeted with prolonged 
cheers. 

ME. GLADSTONE EXPLAINS THE MEASURE. 

As soon as quiet was restored Mr. Gladstone 
entered on a brief review ofthe general feat- 
ures of past legislation for Ireland. He dwelt 
upon the coercive and repressive measures 
which had been put in force, from time to 
time, and deprecated any further resort to the 
rude remedies of intimidation. 

‘Since the year 1833,’’ he said, only 
two years have passed without coercive 
legislation for Ireland, and in spite 
of all this, the law continues to be disregarded 
because it is invested in the eyes of the 
Irish with 

A FOREIGN ASPECT. 

Wers further coercion to be successful, it 
would require two conditions—antocracy of 
the Government and the secrecy of public 
transactions. [Parnellite cheers. } 

The main-spring of the law in England is 
felt to be English, in Scotland to be Scotch, 
but in Ireland it is felt. to be Irish.

A POWERFUL PAINT DISCOVERED BY BUILD- 
ING COMMISSIONER KLEDUS. 


How It Was Proposed to Hold a Stone Wall 
Together With It—The New Plan of Reor- 
ganization in the Lower House—Street Rall- 
road Reports. 


There is to be another investigation into the 
methods employed inthe office of the Com- 
missioner of Public Buildings of order- 
ing extra work to be done in the 
city institutions.

LAURA OTTO’S TESTIMONY IN THE BRECK- 


ENBRIDGE SANITY CASE. 


A Domestic’s Experience in the Family—- 


There was scarcely any standing room to- 
day in the Probate Court during the progress 
of the hearing in the case of Mrs. Julia Breck- 
enridge, who is the subject of inquiry concern- 
ing her mental condition. The sons were fol- 
lowed on the witness stand by Drs. Porter and 
Laldley. Main interest attached, however, to the 
evidence of Laura Otto, an intelligent do- 
mestic who was in the service of the Brecken- 
ridge family for upwards of ten years. She 
had every opportunity of observing the habits 
and demeanor of Mrs, Breckenridge during 
that period. Questioned concerning Mrs, 
Breckenridge’s behavior at the bedside of her 
dying daughter, Julia, the witness 
said that she acted like any other 
mother at sucha time of anxiety. The wit- 
ness had seen others placed in similar sad cir- 
cumstances,and she thought Mrs. Breckenridge 
acted in a perfectly rational, natural man- 
ner, She always considered that Mrs. Breck- 
ridge was a good wife, mother and house- 
keeper. The boys generally acted in & 
petulant manner toward their mother. She 


did accuse witness falsely on one occasion of 
undue intimacy with her husband and the 
boys. On one occasion when there was a child 
etek in the house, Dr. Hughes and Mr. Breck- 
enridge removed Mrs. Breckenridge to a car - 
riage, drove to the depotand took her to an 
ylum at Batavia, III.

Mrs. Miller alleges that her husband placed 
her in the same house and family with his 
mother and he never offered to provide 
any other residence or home for her, 
Lis mother was, in her treatment 
of Mrs. Miller continuously arrogant, unkind, 
dictatorial, overbearing and unreasonably ex- 
acting; as to recreation, often forbidding and 
preventing Mrs. Miller taking needed rest, 
recreation and social enjoyment; and as to 
food, hindering her from having sufficient; 
often addressing her in the presence 
of others in contemptuous lan- 
guage, calling her aay and good for 
nothing and a disgrace to the family and de- 
claring that she was not fit to be the wife of 
the plaintiff, and that he had lowered himself 
by marrying her; that sbe was an incumbrance 
andanexpense and that she ought to return 
to her father. Her mother-in-law also abused 
her race and faith. 

Her husband, she alleged, joined his mother 
in these matters, withholding support and 
sympathy. She was thus ina strange family, 
with ber husband’s mother in control. She 
was without a friend, counselor or protector, 
and her condition was wretched and intoler- 
able. Her husband did not pay the rent and 
did not pay his grocer’s and tailor’s bills 
which was asource of great annoyance an 
distress to Mrs. Miller.

A SHERIF?P’S POSSE. 


Two Hundred Men to Protect People Who 
Want to Work in Kast St. Louis. 
After the mob occurrences in East St. Louis 
yesterday Sheriff Ropiequet determined to 
make use ofsummary measures to prevent the 
recurrence of such scenes, and, leaving sev- 
oral ot his deputies to take charge of the extra 
force which he already had there, took the 
evening train for Belleville to summon a 
posse. Until late last night he and a number 


of others whom he calledintohelp him were 
busy serving summons on citizens 
to appear at the Court- house this 
morning to be sworn in as specials 
to preserve the peace and protect the railroad 
property in East St. Louls. All classes of 
men were drafted—lawyers, merchants, 
mechanics, and even newspaper men. About 
200 summonses were served and 
every man drafted appeared on 
at the ourt-house this morning. 
They were all furnished with revolvers and 
decorated with white badges on which was 
printed in black ‘‘posse comitatus.’’ Four 


cars were chartered from the Pitts- 
burg railroad and atl0o’clock the posse left 
for East St. Louls. The train was 


stopped at Fourth street and the posse then 
formed in line, two abreast, for the march to 
the Relay Depot, a great number of strikers 
forming in line behind and following. In 
anticipation of the posse’s arrival a large 
crow of strikers and citizens had 
assembled at the depot, and when the Pitts- 
burg train came up with only a few persons 
aboard great surprise was manifested. The 
osse soon afterward came in sight, however, 
and relieved the suspense of the crowd.

THE WOOL-GROWERS. 


SECOND DAY OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
TION’S MEETING HERE. 


Commissioner of Agriculture Colman Makes 
an Address on the Growth of the Wool In- 
dustry—Judges Appointed—Additional Dele- 
gates Arrive. 


The Missouri Association of Wool-growers 
metafter the adjournment of the National 
Convention yesterday afternoon. Applica- 
tions for membership were received and re- 
ports were read, the treasurer’s reports show- 
int a balance of $60in the treasury. Presiden

G. H. Wallace delivered his annual address, 
discussing at length the interest of the wool- 
growers of the State. Committees weré ap- 
pointed to fix the place for the next annual 
meeting, to nominate officers, and to draw up 
resolutions with regard to the legal protection 
of the wool-growing industry. The meeting 
adjourned to meet to-night in the ladies’ 
ordinary of the Planters’ House. 

The trains of yesterday evening and this 
morning brought in large additions to the 
National Wool-Growers’O onvention. Up- 
wards ofa hundred or so delegates arrived, 
and the Cotton Exchange presented a scene of 
bustling activity this morning. The hall was 
filled by 10 o’clock with delegates and 
committeemen, Who were chatting about the 
work of the convehtion. 

It was 10:30 when President Delano rapped 
for order in the hall. The minutes of the 
meeting of the previous day were read and 
approved. Mr. G. H. Wallace of Missouri in- 
troduced a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee of one from each State and Terri- 
tory represented to report on Saturday and to 
whom all resolutions presented in the conven- 
tion be referred. The resolution was adopted. 


Gen. Sherman was then introduced by the 
President for an address. He said that he was 
2 by invitation of the Chairman. He 

id not know much about sheep, but he was 

lad to talk to gentlemen from eve art of 

e globe. He said there coul @ no 
better place to hold the Convention than St. 
Louis, the center of the finest country on the 
grove. From the line of the British possessions

At the close of the address of Gen. Sher - 
man, President Delano introduced Hon. Nor- 
man J. Colman, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
who addressed the convention, ir. Colman 
entered into a history of wool- growing. He 
said that there was no industry oider than 
that of the shepherd. It came in with the firat 
settlers. The English and Dutch sheep of the 
seventeenth century and English sheep were 
brought into Virginia. Sheep were brought 
into Jamestown in 1609. They were different 
from the English breeds of to-day—the Cots- 
wolds and Leicesters—the changes have been 
80 great. Even the Southdown has improved 
and changed wonderfully. The great advance 
in the industry bas taken place this century. 
The wool was coarse and the fleece 
light. The eat event was the 
introduction of the Spanish Merino. 
Merinos were introduced into Germany in 1765; 
into Hungary in 1775 and importations followe 
into Austria and France. sey | were brought 
into this country about 1800. uring the afi . 
culties of 1807, wool rose to $1 per pound and 
even as high as 2 per pound, 
and a full-blood merino brought $1,000. 
The improvement of the breed continued 
straight along, the fleeces increasing in weight 
and fineness. The American merino is supe- 
rier in weight. The Saxon is found occasion- 
ally, and the Silesian is a subject of experi- 
ment, The average weight of full bloods 16 
double that of their Spanish progenitors. Mr. 
Colman then referred to the production of 
mutton, and favored the crossing of the mut- 
ton breeds with the merino for 

EARLY FAT LAMBS. 

The demanded for mutton is constantly in- 
creasing. The estimated number of sheep in 
this country is 48,322,331. This is six millions 
more than the census returns of 1880 gave. 
The Commissioner then gave a history 
of the growth of the industry, giving the 
figures for each year. The wool produce of 
1885 is estimated at 808,000,000 pounds. 
It is a significant fact that with fewer sheep in 
proportion to population there is now twice 
as large a supply of wool per capita. This is 
due to breeding and care. Thereisan annual 
product of $110,000,000 in meat. In 1880the in- 
dustry em eyes 161,557 persons, who received 
in wages, A* „087, using materials valued at 
5164, 871,67, and made a product worth $267,- 
252 0 


r. Colman then showed the increase in 
wool productand the increased use of it for 
home manufacture. America furnishes near- 
ly all its owa wool, he said. The reduction in 
prices of late years has depressed and dis- 
couraged the industry. He also entered into 
the history of wool. manufacture from the 
crudest beginning to the finest cloths. In con- 
clusion the speaker found great encourage- 
ment in the future for wool-growing and 
manufacture. 

Mr. Bienenstock moved a vote of thanks to 
Commissioner Colman for his address, which 
was carried.

A SHERIF?P’S POSSE. 


Two Hundred Men to Protect People Who 
Want to Work in Kast St. Louis. 

After the mob occurrences in East St. Louis 
yesterday Sheriff Ropiequet determined to 
make use ofsummary measures to prevent the 
recurrence of such scenes, and, leaving sev- 
eralofhis deputies to take charge of the extra 
foree which he already had there, took the 
evening train for Belleville to summon & 
posse. Until late last night he and a number 
of others whom he calledintohelp him were 


busy serving summons on citizens 
to appear at the Court- house this 
morning to be sworn in as specials 


to preserve the peace and protect the railroad 
property in East St. Louls. All classes of 
men were drafted—lawyers, merchants, 
mechanics, and even newspaper men. About 
summonses were served and 

man drafted appeared on time 
ourt-house this morning. 
They were all furnished with revolvers and 
decorated with white badges on which was 


printed ih black ‘‘posse comitatus.’’ Four 
cars were chartered from the Pitts- 
burg railroad and atl0o’clock the posse left 


for East St. Louls. The train was 
stopped at Fourth street and the posse then 
formed in line, two abreast, for the march to 
the Relay Depot, a great number of strikers 
forming in line behind and following. In 
anticipation of the posse’s arrival a large 
crow of strikers and citizens had 
assembled at the) depot, and when the Pitts- 
burg train came up with only a few persons 
aboard great surprise was manifested. The 
posse soon afterward came in sight, however, 
and relieved the 8 of the crowd. 
As they passed by tne Relay the strikers 
had a great deal of fun at theirexpense. Such 
exciamations as It you fellows stay here over 
night it won't be good for you!“ and ‘‘I won- 
der where those fellows expect to get any- 
thing to eat!“ and the like were 
heard on all sides. The posse 
haited on the bridge which spans 
Cahokia Creek at the Bowman dyke, and after 
Sheriff Ropiequet and Col. Andel, who acted 
as their commander, had reviewed them, 
the Sheriff bade them take off their 
hats while he administered the oath. 
A couple of nundred strikers watched this 
ceremony. The oath was as follows: Tou 
swear to uphold the Constitution of the United 
the State of Illinois, and to act 
as comitatus to the 
best of pour ability to preserv® 
life and protect yropersy ' After the oath 
was administered, Sheriff Ropiequet dispersed 
the crowd of _ strikers, and , shortly 
afterwards Col. Andel announced to the 
members of the posse that * 
there was nothing —— for them 
to do just at present they might disperse, but 
warned them not to leave the vicinity of the 
Relay, as they must be ready to fall in line 
again at any moment ofthe day that it might 
be necessary.

THE WOOL-GROWERS. 


SECOND DAY OF THE NATIONAL ASSOOCIA- 
TION’S MEETING HERE 


Commissioner of Agriculture Colman Makes 
an Address on the Growth of the Wool In- 
dustry—Judges Appointed—Additional Dele- 
gates Arrive. 


The Missouri Association of Wool-growers 


metafter the adjournment of the National 


Convention yesterday afternoon. Applica- 
tions for membership were received and re- 
ports were read, the treasurer’s reports show- 
int a balance of $60in the treasury. President 
G. H. Wallace delivered his annual address, 
discussing at length the interest of the wool- 
growers of the State. Committees were ap- 
pointed to fix the place for the next annual 
meeting, to nominate officers, and to draw up 
resolutions with regard to the legal protection 
of the wool-growing industry. The meeting 
adjourned to meet to-night in the ladies’ 
ordinary of the Planters’ House. 

The trains of yesterday evening and this 
morning brought in large additions to the 
National Wool-Growers’O onvention. Up- 
wards ofa hundred or so delegates arrived, 
and the Cotton Exchange presented a scene of 
bustling activity this morning. The hall was 
filled by 10 o’clock with delegates and 
committeemen, Who were chatting about the 
work of the convehtion. 

It was 10:30 when President Delano rapped 
for order in the hall. The minutes of the 
meeting of the previous day were read and 
approved. Mr. G. H. Wallace of Missouri in- 
troduced a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee of one from each State and Terri- 
tory represented to report on Saturday and to 
whom all resolutions presented in the conven- 
tion be referred. The resolution was adopted. 


Gen. Sherman was then introduced by the 
President for an address. He said that he was 
resent by invitation of the Chairman. He 
id not know much about sheep, but he was 
glad to talk to gentlemen from eve art of 
e globe. He said there coul 6 no 
better place to hold the Convention than St. 
Louis, the center of the finest country on the 
lobe. From the line of the British possessions 
the South, then between East and 
West lines lay'a magnificent body of land, 
every foot of which could be cultivated. The 
work was just begun. This country could 
support millions of people when fully devel- 
oped. He referred to the greatness of the 
country, with fits mixture of ali races forming

Atthe close of the address of Gen. Sher- 
man, President Delano introduced Hon. Nor- 
man J. Colman, Commissioner of Agriculture, 
who addressed the convention, r. Colman 
entered into a history of wool- growing. He 
said that there was no industry oider than 
that of the shepherd. It came in with the first 
settiers. The English and Dutch sheep ofthe 
seventeenth century and English sheep were 
— into Virginia. Sheep were brought 
into Jamestown in 1609. They were different 
from the English breeds of to-day—the Cots- 
wolds and Leicesters—the changes have been 
80 Fees. Even the Southdown has improved 
and cha d wonderfully. The great advance 
in the industry bas taken place this century. 
The wool was coarse and the fleece 
light. The great event was the 
introduction of the Spanish Merino. 
Merinos were introduced into Germany in 1765; 
into Hungary in 1775 and importations followed 
into Austria and France. ay were brought 
into this country about 1800. uring the aim 
culties of 1807, wool rose to $1 per pound and 
even as high as $2 per pound, 
and a full-blood merino brought $1,000. 
The improvement of the breed continued 
straight along, the fleeces increasing in weight 
and fineness. The American merino is supe- 
rier in weight. The Saxon is found occasion- 
ally, and the Silesian is a subject of experi- 
ment, The average weight of full bloods is 
double that of their Spanish progenitors. Mr. 
Colman then referred to the production of 
mutton, and favored the crossing of the mut- 
ton breeds with the merino for 

EARLY FAT LAMBS. 

The demanded for mutton is constantly in- 
creasing. The estimated number of sheep in 
this country is 48,322,331. This is six millions 
more thanthe census returnsof 1880 gave. 
The Commissioner then gave a history 
of the growth of the industry, giving the 
figures for each year. The wool produce of 
1885 is estimated at 805,000,000 pounds. 
It is a significant fact that with fewer sheep in 
proportion to population there is now twice 
as large asupply of wool per capita. This is 
due to breeding and care. Thereisan annual 
r. of 5110, 000, 000 in meat. In 18890 the in- 

ustry em loved 161,557 persons, who received 
in wages, Ar „087, using materials valued at 
ays 1,657, and made a product worth $267,-

Mr. Colman then showed the increase in 
wool productand the increased use of it for 
home manufacture. America furnishes near- 
ly all its own wool, he said. The reduction in 
prices of late years has depressed and dis- 
co ed the industry. He also entered into 
the history of wool manufacture from the 
crudest beginning to the finest cloths. In con- 
clusion the speaker found great encourage- 
ment in the future for wool-growing and 
manufacture. 

Mr. Bienenstock moved a vote of thanks to 
Commissioner Colman for his address, which 
was carried.

The Labor Question. 

New Tonk, April 8.—A national convention 
ot furniture manufacturers bean its sessions 
here yesterday. Delegations were present 
from the furniture exchanges of Boston, Phil 
adelphia, Baltimore, Louisville and Pittsbuig. 
Over one hundred delegates were present. 
The convention organized.by electing the fol- 
lowing officers: President, Joel W. Mason of 


New York; vice-presidents, Boston, Charles 
H. Gilman, F. Gildowski and E. Kuemnarle; 
Philadelphia, H. A. Clarke, Wm. Goswell and 
W. T. Stewart; Baltimore, Mr Graham, Henry 
C. Chapman and E. Rosendale; Columbus, 
O., 8. A. Cooper, Cincinnati, d. Henshaw 
and W. Ringman; Louisville, L. E. Duvalle 
and John A. Armstrong; St. Louis, J. Kaiser; 
Chicago, Frank Mayor and F. Winter; Gran 
Rapids, Mich., J.A.Covode and J.Widdecome; 
New York, A. E. Barnes and F. Rohner. Af- 
tersome discusssion of the eight-hour law 
labor question, several resolutions were 
adopted. The resolutions recognize ‘the right 
of labor to organize, and recited an equal need 
of organization among manufacturers to with- 
stand unjust demands; arbitration was recog- 
nized as the proper mode of ending disputa- 
tion; boycotting was condemned as opposed 
to the principles of free goyernment, and or- 
ganization of the manufacrurers was more 
strongly urged and determined upon.

Sb VS. SUTTIE. 


A LIVELY MATINEE BETWEEN LAWYERS 
IN A DIVORCE CASE. 


Delano C. Calvin and Lawyer Charles F. Mu- 
ler Exchange Compliments in the New York 
Supreme Court—A Spicy Affidavit—Mrs. sut- 
tie and Mr. Black. 


By Telegraph to tne PosT-DiIsPaTon. 

New Tonk, April 8.—There was a lively 
matinee yesterday in the Supreme Oourt 
Chambers which paused on the safe side of 
fisticuffs, but went somewhat beyond the 
border of parliamentary language. The chief 
actors were Delano C. Calvin, formerly surro- 
gate of this city and county, and Lawyer 
Charlies P. Miller, chiefly known to contem- 
poraneous fame as the counsel of the Rose- 
veltand Gibbs Committees. The casus belli 
was an argument before Judge Andrews on a 
motion for alimony in the suit of Suttie 
vs. Suttie, in which the wife of Wm. J. 
Suttle, a manufacturing optician of 85 Maiden 
Lane, asks for a legal separation on the 
ground of cruelty. Mr. Miller, on behalf of 
Mrs. Suttie, asks for alimony, stating that 
the ree had taken testimony and he re- 
dis miss the complaint. Counsel held 
that this gave the plaintiff a prima facie right 
to an allowance. He said Mrs. Suttie had kept 
out of court as she wished to escape the scan- 
dal which she knew the defense was 
prepared to dish up against her. 
Mr. Calvin opened the war dy & 
casual fling at Miller as being interested 
in ‘‘quasi legal proceedings of a Senatorial 
character, and read an affidavit of Mrs. Suttie 
which took nearly an hour in reading. This 
document recited Mrs. Suttie’s adventures in 
Toronto, when she went there on a visit to a 
lady friend and met a Mr. Black with whom 
she struck up a friendship, anda trip to New 
York, in answer to an angry and urgent sum- 
mons from the husband, in which a single sec- 
tion inasleeping-car was taken for econ- 
omy, the gentleman occupying the upper 
berth and the lady the lower one. The am- 
davit went on to say that Mr. Black stopped 


United States Hotel in this city. 
Suttie called there and saw a 
telegram addressed to Biack on the table. 
He discovered that it was an invitation 
from his wife for Rlack to meet her at the ele- 
vated railway station at One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street. That night Mr. Suttie 
QUARRELLED WITH HIS WIFE, 
assert that she had acted improperly with 
Blaek. o left the house in anger, and upon 
his return found a ietter from his wife, in 
which she said: 
Dran HUSBAND: I am a guilty wretch and have 
brought disgrace upon a kind, honest husband. I 
shall not cause you any more shame by remaining in 
your house. nd my trunk to the Forty-second 
street depot to-morrow morning. by. May. 
The next morning Mr. Black and Mrs. Suttie 
were at the depot, looking anxiously about, 
when her husband appeared. An ex- 
cited conversation, was held and the 
trio went to the Grand Union Hotei to 
discuss the situation. Mr. Suttie charged his 
wife with “yoy? guilty, which assertion 
aroused the ire of Black, who said: My God! 
what do you mean? Your wife is virtuous.’’ 
He spoke in such glowing terms of her that 
Mr. Suttie forgave her and repented of his 
conduct. Tears glistened in his eyes and also” 
in the eyes of Black, and while they were 
talking together Mrs. Suttie stood laughing at 
them an exclaimed: ‘‘Look at the two 
tools. Husband and wife became reconciled, 
although he refused to permit her to corres- 
poas with Black as she had requested. They 
ad lived together but a few days when Mr. 
Suttie discovered a letter which his wife had 
received from Black while she was in Toronto. 
It read: 

DEAR May: I'am 80 Icaused you an in. I 
was never so badly soaked in my life os last night. 
We'll have to spoon some more. Don't you think 
thet it’s not a fair deal with somebody in New York? 
A fly has Just been tugging at my scalp, which re- 
minds me that I should like to fly with you. Why do 
you want to see me? It is dangerous and might undo 
all our efforts to keep secret. 

This letter caused another separation. Mrs. 
Suttie left her husband and went back to the 
home of her parents. Her mother did not 
receive her kindly and sent her to the 
House of the Good Shepherd. She 
was released through the offorte of 
her husband who againtook her back to his 
home. Mrs. Suttie charged that her husband 
has constantly abused her so thatshe is un- 
able to live with him. On one occasion he 
boxed her ears. In explaining this Mr. Suttie 
says: ‘‘lamamemberof the Roman Catholic 
Church, and before making a confession of 
my sins 1 believe that itis necessary to ex- 
amine my conscience. On September 6, 1884, 
I retired to my room and my wife at once be- 
gan to play onthe piano in the adjoining 
room as loudly as possible to divert my mind. 
I left the room and put on my hat to go outas 
f COULD NOT 8TAND IT. 
She was sitting up on the piano stool and, as 
I passed, I kissed her. She held me and asked 
me why i was going out. I told her that while 
she was making so much noise I could not ex- 
amine my conscience. ‘Your conscience, ha, 
ha, ha,’ she exci n ‘you havent 
got any, you biamed jealous o 4 fool.“ Iwas 
80 angry that I couldn’t restrain myself, so I 
boxed her ears and walked out. I grew re- 
pentant, however, and though she was ver 
much provoked, a reconciliation was ei- 
fected. *’ 
Mrs. Suttie also said that while she was usin 
a mustard plaster one night, she requeste 
him to get some more mustard, as it was 
not strong enough. He soaked an old 
flannel skirt in turpentine and held it upon her 
until she cried in agony. Mrs. Suttie charges 
that her husband also got into the habit of 
Staying out late at night. Then Mr. Miller 
proceeded to sweep the floor with Mr. Calvin 
under cover of attacking his client. 
This vile scoundrel who sits there, he 
said, pointing out a red-faced man who sat in 
the lee of his counsel, ‘‘has flooded the court 
with a shower of filth which is made out of his 
own’ head. The main facts of the case my 
client testified to. She admitted having in- 
duiged in conduct while in Canada that was 
foolish and improper, but there has been no 
retense of criminal conduct.

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CROOK’S CAPTIVES. 


The Apache Prisoners En Route to Fort Ma- 
rion, Fla.—Weeping Redskins. 

Bowie, Ariz., April 8.—Chief Chihuahua, 
Nona, Kutle and Alseanua, with seventy-two 
other Apache prisoners, bucks, women and 
children, left here yesterday for Fort Marion, 
Fla., as prisoners of war. Gen. Crook went 
to Bowie Station with them on a buck-board. 
Twenty-five Apaches and scouts escorted 
them. All wept fearfully, not understanding 


what is to be done with them. Chihuahua was 
riding around all morning, hurrying them 


in preparations to move. Two weeks 
ago ninety-two hostiles, including six 
chiefs, were on the war-path; now 


there are but thirty-four, of whom 
fourteen are squaws and two chiefs, thus put- 
ting their families and allies far beyond their 
reach. It will be a severe blow to them. Ger- 
onimo’s wife and daughter and some of the 
Natiches children are among the prisoners. 
Sixteen of the seventy-six were captured by 
Lieut. Davies some monthsago. To haverun 
down and killed or captured the other fifty - 
eight in an ordinary course of Apache warfare 
would have cost many American lives and
